ILM EXCHANGE 
ASKS DAMAGES.

NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—A suit de- 
manding treble damages of $750,000 
under the Sherman anti-trust law was 
filed in the United States District 
Court here today by the Imperial Film 
Exchange of New York against ten 
leading manufacturers and lessors of 
motion picture films. The complaint 
alleges that the defendants conspired 
to ruin its business and accomplished 
their purpose. 

The defendants are the General 
Film Company, the Vitagraph Com- 
pany of America, the Pathe Freres, 
the Kalem Company, the Edison Man- 
ufacturing Company, the Essanay 
Film Manufacturing Company, the 
Lubin Manufacturing Company, the 
Selig Polyscope Company, George 
Kleine, Inc., and the Motion Picture 
Patents Company. | 

In its complaint the Imperial Film 
Exchange Com y states that it was 
organized in 1908 and in April, 1910, 
it was the owner of 1000 different 
moving picture films, had more than 


1140 regular weekly customers in New 


York and other States, and made a 
profit of $50,000 per annum from the 
rental of films. 

In April, 1910, the complaint avers, 
the General Film Company was formed 
by the nine other defendants as a 
moving picture exchange for the al- 
leged purpose of monopolizing the sale 
and distribution of films in the United 
States. 

The same month, it Is charged, the 
Pathe, Kalem and Lubin companies 
filed a petition in involuntary bank- 


ruptey against the Imperial Exchange, 


placing it in the hands of a temporary 
receiver. When the receiver found the 
Imperial Exchange was solvent, two 
months later, the plaintiff declares, its 
business had shrunk to twenty custom- 
ers, its weekly income had dwindled 
to $250, and its business was mostly 
in the hands of the General Film 
Company. The complainant seeks dam- 
age of $250,00, and in accordance 
with the provisions of the Sherman 
law, asks the judgment of $750,000 
against the defendants,

PACIFIC COAST SHIPPERS 
LOSE SWITCHING CHARGES. 


~ AN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Dec. 23.—Shippers 
of San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and other Pacific Coast cities cannot 
obtain reparation for switching 
charges which the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has found unlaw- 
ful, if the charges were paid before 
August 12, 1914. This ruling was 
handed down today by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in Washing- 
ton. 

The amount the carriers would 
have had to pay had today’s decision 
gone against them would have been, 
principal and interest, approximately 
$3,000,000. The exact principal 
amount of reparation they would 
have had to pay on both interstate 
and intrastate shipmente would have 
been $385,000 a year, or for the en- 
tire period, $2,311,056. 

The commission held more than a 
vear ago that the shippers were en- 
titled to recover charges of $2.50 a 
car for switching between August 12, 
1914, and April 1, 1915. Many ship- 
pers, however, wished to recover for 
charges paid as far back as 1908. 

The complaint was originally 
brought by the commercial bodies of 
San Francieco and Los Angeles in 
1908, alleging that the charge of 
$2.50 a car for delivering shipments 
to and from industry tracks was un- 
reasonable, unlawful and discrimina- 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, in its decision, 18 I. C. C. 810, 
held that the charge was unlawful 
when the main-line carrier made de- 
livery to an industry situated ou its 
lines, but aleo held that the charge 
was lawful when the delivery wag 


of the carrier performing the main- 
line haul. | 

The case was appealed to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and 
a decision was rendered in August, 
1911. 

In April, 1915, the carriers pub- 
lished an item in their tariffs cancel-

12, 1914. 

When the carriers discontinued the 
* . — charge in April, 1915, they 
made refunds on all shipments from 
that date back to August 12, 
on interstate and intrastate ship- 
ments. They resisted, however, the 
demand for reparation for the prior 
period. 

The cases upon which the issues 
were decided were known as the 
Boardman vs. Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and the Wood, Curtis ve South. 
ern Pacific Company. C. W. Durbrow, 
attorney for the Southern Pacific.

NO RAILROADS 
BUILT IN CHINA. 


Construction of Lanes Now 
Practically Stopped. 


Efforts Now Being Made to 
Interest Americans, 


Continue the Extension of 
Road from Kalgun. 


[A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 
PEKING, Nov. 1.—Railway con- 
struction in Chine is practically at a 
standstill as a result of financial con- 
ditions brought about by the Euro- 
pean war. The Belgians, British, 
Russians and French all have rall- 
way undertakings in China, and the 
virtual suspension of this work is a 
hard blow to the country which is, as 
yet, inadequately served by railways 
and greatly in need of them for de- 
fensive as well as commercial pur- 
poses. 
Efforts have been made to interest 
American capital in several of the 
lines. Chinese officials are confident 
that’ the European nations would 
turn over their tnterests to a neutral 
country, such as the United States, if 
American financiers would undertake 
to complete the lines. 

The Chinese themselves are

This line is more than 1000 
miles long and is of prime importance 
as it runs east and west through a 
rich country and crosses the two im- 
portant north and south railways.

In publishing such reports, it 
was pointed out, Mr. Daniels estab- 
lished a precedent for the department 
two years ago, it having been the cus- 
tom of previous Secretaries to disclose 
them only in confidence to Congres- 
sional committees, The general 
board’s policy apparently contem- 
plates a two-power standard for the 
American navy. in declaring it should 
equal “the most powerful maintained 
by any other nation in the world” not 
later than 1925. The British navy, 
@ow far in advance of that of any 
other power in strength, is maintained 
upon a policy that it shall at all times 
equal the navies of any other two pow- 
ers, although tacitly, at least, the 
American navy has been excluded from 
that calculation in the past. 

While naval officials are unwilling 
to discuss the board’s statement of 
policy in advance of its publication, it 
is indicated that the possibility that 
the United States might be called upon 
to meet enemies in both the Atlantic 
and Pacific oceans simultaneously was 
considered in reaching a conclusion. 
The first. year’s building alone, under 
the programme, it is reported, would 
equal the entire five-year administra- 
tion programme in cost, approaching 
$500,000,000. 

Secretary Daniels thinks the admin- 
istration’s plan ef four capital ships 
the first year, two dreadnaughts and 
two cruisers, would tax the building 
capacity of the nation to the limit.

INVADES EAST. 


Siety Thousand Cases are 
Reported in Chicago, 


Many Deaths Occur from 
Disease in Philadelphia, 


Schools Close and Business is 
Seriously Handicapped. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSVE 

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Dec, 23.—Chicago doctors are 
working at high speed, many of them 
making more than fifty calls a day 

Chicago business ie battling against 
the handicap of disablement of many 
employees and lack of full efficiency of 
many other thousands. 

All this is due to the grip, or, to be 
more accurate, relatives of the old- 
fashioned grip. 

Although the epidemic is the most 
serious since 1891, it is remarkable 
because in no cultures examined by 
the health department has the organ- 
ism of the true “la grippe“ been 
found. 

Isolation of every victim of the epi- 
demic—forcible isolation by employ- 
ers, if necessary, of every employ 
who attempts to work while sufferi 
from the grip-——was urged today by 
Dr. Karl A. Meyer, superintendent of 
the Cook County Hospital. 

“T belleve that there are at least 60,- 
000 persons seriously in with > & 
Chicago today. We have from — to 
fifty cases that come to the County 
Hospital every day. Because of the 
contagioug nature of the disease, we 
attempt to take in only the very seri- 
ous, The others are simply given frst 


treatment. 


“From thirty-eight to forty-five out 
of 400 nurses here are ill with the 
strip. That indicates about the pro- 
portion of grip victims all over town. 
Many doctors have been or are ill 
with grip. 

“The epidemic fa larly dan- 
serous because it might be followed 
by pneumonia or head infections. If 
the victim does not . con- 
quer the grip germ hea —

PHILADELPHIA HIT HARD, 

[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—~The 
death rate from the epidemic of la 
Krippe now sweeping the State has 
been so high that Samuel G. Dixon, 
State Health Commissioner, issued a 
statement at Harrisburg tonight call- 
ing attention to the seriousness of the 
situation and cautioned the public 
that if the disease is to be avoided 
“sacrifices must be made.” 

“Keep out of crowded places,” Dr. 
Dixon says, “as one person having the 
grip may give it to a carload of pas- 
sengers. 

In this city the bureau of vital sta- 
tistics recorded’ 650 burial permits 
during the first three days of this 
week, the majority of the deaths be- 
ing due directly or indirectly to la 
grippe. This is more than double the 
ordinary death rate. It is estimated 
that nearly 15,000 persons in Phila- 
delphia alone are guffering with the 
disease, which has been particularly 
fatal to the very old and very young. 
|Attendance at all public schools has 
been greatly reduced and in several 
sections of the State schools and col- 
leges have been forced to close. Fac- 
tories, department stores and oth 
business houses have also been 1 
fected by the epidemic and in many 
instances the number of employees 
obliged to remain at home had been 
go great as to seriously curtail opera- 
tions. Hundreds of firemen and 
policemen are confined to their homes 
with the disease while Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit Company reports 400 
of its employees on the sick list.

here. The mills are to have 25,000 
spindles, and are to be capable of ex- 
pansion to double that number after 
sufficient labor has been trained. The 
Chinese Minister of Agriculture and 
Commerce is a share-holder in one of 
the companies and the Minister of 
Finance is interested in the other. 
This is the first time that American 
cotton manufacturing machinery has 
been sold in China in large quantities, 
Heretofore the Chinese manufactur- 
ers have looked to Europe, and fre- 
quently have bought second-hand ma- 
chinery from Japan. It was through 
the effort of Julean H. Arnold, the 
American commercial attache 
Peking, that the American manufac- 
turers were persuaded to enter into 
competition in the sale of machinery 
for the two mills, 

China imports annually about $28,- 
000,000 worth of cotton yarn, chiefly 
from India and Japan. There are 
probably about 1,200,000 spindles in 
China operated in twenty-five mills, 
but the cotton-consuming power of 
the Chinese would probably justify 
twenty times as many spindles. The 
Department of Commerce and Agri- 
culture has recently invited J. N. Job- 
son of the Texas agricultural experi- 
mental station to come to China to 
show the natives how to grow better 
cotton, and it is expected this expert 
will be here in January. 

Most of the cotton now raised in 
China is from inferior seeds. In some 
sections of the Yang-tse Valley Amer- 
ican missionaries have imported high- 
grade seed And enabled the natives to 
grow a better variety of octton. While. 
there is a considerable acreage in 
North China, the conditions are not 
exactly favorable and the plant has a 


stunted growth. 


Cotton is used almost exclusively by 
the coolie class in North China for 
clothing. With the approach of cold 
weather, the coolies, who have been 
naked to the waist during the summer, 
gradvally pile on heavy cotton Far- 
ments padded with quilted cotton. 
Woolen cloth is beyond the coolie’s 
purse. As the severe winter ap- 
proaches the Chinese of the poorer 
class become rounder and rounder in 
appearance. Many of the children are 
so thickly wadded with cotton that the 
lines of their bodies are entirely ob- 
scure,

LAND OF SERBIA. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—Conditions in in- 
vaded Serbia are described to the Lon- 
don press by Col. Govaars of the Sal- 
vation Army, who has just completed 
a six months’ tour of that country in 
the interests of his organization. The 
country he speaks of lies in the north- 
west, from which the Austrians were 
4riven out in their first Invasion, 

One village, which a year ago had 
2300 inhabitants and 350 houses, now 
has 1100 inhabitants and only 126 
whole houses, according to Col. 
Govaars. Of the other houses, ninety 
were entirely destreyed and 134 so 
badly damaged as to be uninhabitable. 
Even those surviving had to be con- 
siderably patched up. This. village 
had formerly over a thousand draught 
oxen. Now there are two. Out of 
2000 cows, only fourteen remain, and 
twenty-seven sheep and goats have to 
make up for 3200 or more, There were 
formerly 70,000 chickens and 17,000 
pigs, but only a dozen or so now take 
their place. 

In this same community, said Col. 
Govaars, forty-six families were wiped 
out entirely, and families formerly 
consisting of thirty or forty members 
are now represented by one or two. 
The colonel met a widow who was 
the sole survivor of a family of twenty- 
eight. When the Austrians occupied 
the place, many civilians were killed 
in the shelling, others were taken 
away as prisoners and an epidemic 
swept away 305 of the refugees who 
returned after the Austrian occupa- 


continued, “the people were living on 
cornmeal and unripe fruit, chiefly 
plums. No other food was obtainable. 
except by the few who lived near mili- 
tary posts and could depend on the 
charity of the soldiers. 

“In another village I met the case 
of a woman whose husband had been 
killed in battle while starvation and 
disease left her only one child out 
of seven. Another woman I talked 
with was the sole survivor of a fam- 
ily of eleven. I passed deserted 
houses, and when I asked what had 
become of the people, I heard but the 
one answer, ‘died out.’ Miles and 
miles of rich land lie absolutely waste, 
covered with weeds and thistles. The 
great plum orchards of the district 
were bearing fruit at the time of my 
visit, but there was no one to pick 
and dry it. Formerly the farmers 
used to distill plum brandy on their 
premises, but all of the copper stills 
were taken away by the invaders. 
There was no labor and no means of 
transportation. 

“In another village I stood on the 
ruins of a farmhouse in which 109 
persons had been burned alive. Their 
bunes were collected and buried n a 
hillside near by. In one pit the nodies 


of ninety civilians had thrown 
and buried.”

In his report to Director of Sanita- 
tion Lippitt, Dr. Carter said that he 
could find no yellow fever, but as- 
serted that there was considerable 
dengue or dengue-like fever. It was 
the prevalence of this disease that led 
to announcement by Maj. Dutcher, 
U.S. A., that he had found yellow fever. 

Dengue fever is a tropical ailment, 
caused by a mosquito bite, and its 
victims have all the aches and pains 
of persons suffering from the grip. Dr. 
Carter said he wanted to study the 
disease after Gen. Gorgas had re- 
turned to the States and almost im- 
mediately thereafter he was bitten 
by an infected mosquito and took to 
his bed. He expects to return to 
Washington at the earliest possible 


moment.

be covered with glitter and glery. So part 
of the navy, headed by the magnificent 
Queen Elizabeth, sailed off gaily to reduce 


the Dardanelles—and Admiral Fisher re- 
signed and Lord Charies Beresford prophe- 
sied tragedy. 

Of course the attack failed. as the sea- 
men knew beforehand it was bound to do, 
but as the landsman only discovered after 
it was too late. 

At any cost after the naval flasco the 
prestige of Great Britain had to be pre 
served. A land force. composed of the 
flower of Britain’s colonial youth. her best 
fighting Irish regiments and seasoned In- 
dian troopers, was sent to the Galltpoll 
Peninsula to silence the Turkish forts. 
Mainly through the dash and fire of the 
Australians and Canadians victory more 
than once was almost in the grasp of the 
invaders. The toll in human life was a 
fearful factor. The Turks always rallied 
at the critical moment, sufficient reinforce- 
ments were never forthcoming for the allies 
to hold captured positions; finally a tighter 
deadiock resulted than that on the Flanders 
front or in the Trentino region. 


And now after six months of hopeless 


fighting 100,000 of Britain’s best men bave 
been reluctantly withdrawn from the Anzac 
and Suvia zones and the attempts to force 
the Dardanelles either by sea or by land 
have been practically abandoned. One 
grain of comfort remains for the British 
War Office. The troops were withdrawn 
successfully without the savage slaughter 
that attended their landing. Considerable 
skill and forethought were displayed in 
arranging the details of the re-embarkation 
and for once the Turks seem to have been 
caught napping. ea 

Next to the sweeping desolation in 
Belgium and the almost total annihilation 
of brave little Serbia the Gallipoll expedi- 
tion is the worst catastrophe so far suf- 
fered by the allied nations. 
the British Empire feei the severity of the 


blow because the best blood of Australia 


and Canada has been fruitiessly sacrificed 
on that rock-bDound peninsula. It is in- 
evitable that the amour propre of the col- 
onies will be wounded by the withdrawal. 
Yet it was not the colonials who failed. It 
was the bungling of the British War Office 
d the late First Lord of the Admiralty 
t led to the disheartening finale. 
The advice of the men who knew was dis- 
regarded, and the attempt to retrieve one 
misfortune only led to another. Perhaps 
some day the British government—and, in- 
cidentally, ourown government at Washing- 
ton—will arrive at the tardy conclusion 
that the head of the navy department 
should be a tried and seasoned seaman, not 
a landsman placed in charge of marine af- 
fairs because of his affiliation with a polit- 
ical party. Winston Churchill has gone to 
the front to retrieve his reputation, but that 
fact hardly will console Australia, Canada, 
Ireland and India for the blood of their sons 
shed in vain in premature attacks on im- 
pregnable fortifications. 


WORLD'S FINANCIAL CENTER. 
Great Britain is calling up her re 
serves of money as well as her reserves of 
men. There is a coincidence more than in- 
teresting in the completion of the cam- 
paign for adding millions of voluntary re- 
cruits to the British army and the inaugura- 
tion of the scheme to render the vast pri- 
vate investment of British subjects avail- 
able for national use to cope with the 
financial strain of the war. Both are unmis- 
takably significant of the British attitude 
toward the stupendous conflict, as the New 
York Sun says. | 

It was obvious from the outbreak of the 
war that if circumstances required it such a 
resort would be had to the liquidation of 
British foreign tnvestments represented by 
fixed capital securities. In the first national 
balance sheet which Lioyd George as Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer drew up, by way 
of exhibiting the nation’s financial re 
sources for the conduct of the war, a lead- 
ing place was assigned to the item of 
foreign investments, particularly American 
investments. His successor, Chancellor 
McKenna, has simply developed in the form 
of a definite plan an idea which existed 
from first, and when the government 
has made all possible use of the American 
and Canadian securities which it can ob- 
tain there -will remain an immensely 
valuable amount of South American, South 
African and Australian investments to be 
liquidated in time or borrowed upon. 

Yet in order to achieve the results it de- 
sires it is obvious that the British govern- 
ment must be careful not to spoil its market 
for either cash or credit, and American 


finance will have no apprehension that our | 


absorptive or lending capacity will be over- 
taxed. We have been making large profits 
in these war times. There has been a 
large cofisequent increase in the amount of 
money for investment, and our banking 
position can accommodate a great aggre- 


gate of securities returned from abroad 


while they are golng through the process of 
absorption. 


As in the past twelve months, moreever, - 


we shall be buying these securities with 
money sent us from abroad, for the ter 
mination of our gold import movement eas 
not be discerned by the most farsighted. By 
continuing to take back our securities from 
foreign holders or by granting loans upon 
them we shall assure the persistence of 
our extraordinary export trade and we 
shall be all the time moving further and 
further away from our former international 
debtor status and establishing more per- 
manently the creditor status which we have 
come to assume.

This charge was indignantly 
denied. Three days previously she 
had sworn to a warrant charging her 
mother-in-law with disturbing the 
peace following a quarrel at Santa 
Monica. Subsequently the warrant 
was withdrawn. 

The day following her husband's al- 
disappearance the mother-in- 
law complained to the police that 
her @aughter-in-law had made threats 
against her, and asked for protection. 
This was followed December 21, 
1914, with. the arrest of Edward T. 
Caples on the charge of hie wife that 
he had murderously assaulted her 
during a quarrel over a diamona. On 
the same day Mrs. Caples was ar- 
rested while sick in bed on the com- 
plaint of W. J. Caples, a brother-in- 
law, for an alleged murderous assault 
upon him. She was taken to the 
— Hospital in default of $1500 

The fina)! separation came two weeks 
ago. Mr. Caples is said to be in El 
Paso and Mrs. Caples occupies the 
family mansion at Twenty-third and 
Montana streets, Santa Monica. The 
divorce complaint was prepared by 
Attorney Henry P. Goodwin, and in 
substance charges that: 

Mr. Caples beat her January 14, 
1912, in the presence of her sister, 
Mrs. A. W. Dunn, and her mother- 
in-law, Mrs. Margaret Caples.

tion over the children, now in this
